Department of Agriculture indicate 
that in good dairy sections it is profi- 
table to raise only the best heifers and 
that except- on cheap land or under j 
very favorable conditions, the raising i 
of scrubs does not pay. On the other j 
hand, the dairy farmer who raises j 
well-bred stock finds a home market • 
for, the feeds grown on his farm, j 
maintains the fertility of his land, and ! 
ultimately dispose of his heifers at a j 
profit.
